Since 1893 there has been series Children’s Protective Acts, 
and every province now recognizes the obligation parents provide food, 
clothing, shelter and education. 


However, the day child sixteen, the obligation parents ceases, and 
they cannot sued for non-support they turn the youngster out. They still 
have moral responsibility look after grown-up children who are unable 
find work, and public opinion might make them uncomfortable they refused 
further assistance, but the law cannot step in. case was reported 
this winter, man worth $100,000 who tried get unemployed son 
relief. Feeling unwelcome home has made many young men join the tragic 
army unemployed transients. 

People are not responsible for the support their grandparents parents-in- 
law, except Quebec. However, the Quebec law works both ways, and parents- 
in-law have support needy sons and daughters-in-law. other provinces they 
cannot made contribute cent. 


Brothers and sisters are not responsible for supporting each other. 


People are not responsible for their uncles and aunts, nephews 
grandchildren cousins. 

Children over sixteen are responsible for the support aged, infirm, 
indigent parents. Sons are obliged contribute they can, whether married 
not, and are unmarried daughters, except very low-salaried workers 
are obliged give least partial support; the law does not say that children 
should have everything they want themselves before helping their parents, The 
amount income exempt depends circumstances and local conditions. 
Married daughters are liable for the support parents they have income 
their own, but net otherwise. This because any money they might give would 
come out their husbands’ pockets, and except Quebec, not considered 
part husband’s duty help his wife’s parents. Incidentally, the many men 
all over the country who are giving help their parents-in-law deserve very 
special row stars their crowns. 

While Parents Maintenance Acts were designed protect the public against 
unscrupulous children, they not protect children against unscrupulous parents, 
and occasionally young people are victimized. too often able-bodied men 
think fine idea retire soon two three their children get jobs.

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OBODY can say positively what 
Canada’s biggest racket, but there
